Hurricane Batters Miami Area 


No End 
Miner 
To Danger Merger 
Endorsed 
Sighted

MIAMI, Fla. AP « Wild and 
blustery hurricane Inez 
bat­ 
tered the 
southeast 
Florida 
coast today with brawling winds 
and tides and headed for the 
Gulf of Mexico, the end of her 
murderous 11-day rampage still 
nowhere In sight. 
At 10:45 a.m. (EST), the eye 
of the unpredictable storm rol­ 
led just south of Key Largo. 
North of the center, gales ham­ 
mered at the 
metropolitan 
coast 
line, home of 2.5 mil­ 
lion persons from Palm Beach 
to Miami. 
Power lines snapped and fell 
In great showers 
of sparks, 
traffic lights danced crazily, 
palm trees whipped wildly and 
debris flew 
through 
the air 
as Inez fell on Miami. 
And, as she raged on along 
the chain of Florida Keys, to­ 
ward Key West, Inez neared 
the huge Gulf of Mexico, with 
its 
inexhaustable 
supply of 
warm moisture to fuel the hur­ 
ricane's engine and keep 
her 
going on and on. 
Sea 
walls 
crumbled, 
and 
crashing surf dashed across 
streets and highways from F'ort 
Lauderdale down into the low- 
lying Keys. Rickety signs blew 
down and liouncedacross roads, 
a peril to motorists who had to 
brave the storm. 
Palm fronds, loose garbage 
cans 
and other debris flew 
through sections exposed to the 
highest winds. 
Cula, battered for 48 hours by 
Inez last week, found her com­ 
ing right back. Evacuation of 
the island's north coast from 
Caibarien in Las Villas Prov­ 
ince to Vahia Honda in Pinar 
del Rio Province was begun on 
an emergency buses. 
A high-pressure area building 
over the Gulf kept Inez going on 
her west-southwest course, and 
forecasters said she would pass 
near Havana on her way into 
the Gulf. 
Where she will go then, nobo­ 
dy could know. 
Several persons injured by 
flying glass were treated at Mi­ 
ami hospitals. The excitement 
of the storm, which always 
seems to induce the start of la­ 
bor in pregnant women, brought 
24 of them into Jackson Memo­ 
rial Hospital.

benefit by consolidation," 
he 
tcld the city council men Mon­ 
day nigbt. 
We can work to­ 
gether toward a better com­ 
munity with better ser/ices for 
all citizens." 
Consolidation of the two com­ 
munities has been advocated by 
citizens 
in the Miner com­ 
munity, the Sikeston Chamber 
of Commerce, the city council, 
ind4viduals and other organiza­ 
tions. Numerous meetings have 
been held, and progress toward 
consolidation has been made. 
It was pointed out that the 
merger would result in 
the 
development and extension of 
the water and sewer services, 
fire 
protection, future zoning 
for the protection of property 
values; 
street 
Improvement, 
police protection, traffic con­ 
trol, street lights, street main­ 
tenance, and sidewalk installa­ 
tion. 
The services provided through 
the Sikeston 
city government 
would be extended Into the con­ 
solidated city. 
Location of a school in the 
Miner area would be less ex­ 
pensive if utilities and police 
and fire protection were avail­ 
able. 
If a school were located 
in 
Miner, property there would be 
more attractive and valuable to 
prospective purchasers, Sikes 
said. 
The city council went on record 
in favor of the organization of a 
Miner water district to pay for 
laterals to be connected to 
mains to be built at the ex­ 
pense of the city. The existing 
and 
proposed 
water system 
would 
provide adequate pres­ 
sure. 
The property owners in 
the district would have to pay 
approximately $2.10 per front 
foot on each platted lot. 
A 
basic sewage system would be 
built providing the necessary 
pump and lift stations, 
which 
would be tied into the existing 
sewage treatment plant. 
Matching 
federal 
funds for 
sewage 
system improvements 
would allow the construction of 
the basic sewage system for the 
Miner 
area. 
The connecting 
sewer laterals would be paid by 
the formation of a Miner sewer 
district, which would be formed 
only as approved by the majority 
of the residents of Miner. 
The installation 
of 
water 
mains would provide fire pro­ 
tection for Miner. Proper water 
pressure 
would substantially 
decrease fire Insurance costs 
for the average Miner resident. 
The insurance premium reduc­ 
tions would almost cancel out 
the increase of taxes for Miner 
residents. 
The residents of Miner would 
receive all of the municipal 
services now available to Sikes­ 
ton citizens, with only a small 
out-of-pocket 
cash increase. 
Consolidation 
would 
enable 
Miner and Sikeston to 
work 
together to provide additional 
municipal services which would 
attract new Industry and 
city 
growth. 
“ The future of Sikeston 
and 
Miner lie in like paths 
and 
common interests," Sikes said. 
“ Why not progress 
together 
toward a better place In which 
to live, work and progress? 
Progress 
is 
never achieved 
without 
effort. 
The 
City 
Council of Sikeston 
is ready 
to make every effort to help 
that 
progress 
become 
a 
reality."

Inside Story of Labor's New 
Joint Chiefs of Staff Operation. 
Washington, D.C.: -- There's 
been an “ Annie Get Your Gun" 
spirit behind the scenes of battle 
between the 
General Electric 
Co. and the general labor move­ 
ment. 
In the old musical Miss 
Annie Oakley bellows, “ Any­ 
thing you can do I can do better." 
That's 
been the 
slogan 
of 
labor's virtually unknown joint 
chiefs 
of staff 
as they co­ 
ordinated some 250 local unions 
for the struggle with the giants 
of the electrical and electronic 
and moon-probing and jet pro­ 
duction industry. 
What the laborite joint chiefs 
had to do was to match 
the 
companies' wizardry in intra­ 
plant communications and de­ 
velop 
a 
singleness and dis­ 
cipline among 
literally thou­ 
sands of officials in hundreds 
of locals belonging to national 
unions which have been feuding 
with each other on some issues 
for years. 
It 
was 
accomplished. 
Mr. 
Labor, George Meany, stepped 
into actual collective bargain­ 
ing strategy talks for the first 
tim e in his long history. He has 
been the “ honest broker" at the 
height of many a crisis. He has 
been telephoned by scores of 
business leaders and govern­ 
ment officials, Including presi­ 
dents 
way 
back to 
Harry 
Truman. 
But this is the first time he 
has actually been in on the be­ 
ginning of an assault which led 
to a crisis. 
He welded 
the 
joint chiefs of staff. 
It is permanent. The strategy 
is permanent -- for scores of 
battles to come with major in­ 
dustries. 
The joint chiefs in 
turn 
developed a centralized 
communications 
system 
to 
cover 17 
regions, 
148 
local 
unions at G.E. and 85 at Wes- 
tinghouse. 
It 
matched the 
brillant GE 
operation. There is the sto ry - 
far more vital to the nation than 
even the 
feuding over wages, 
stock option plans, insurance 
and cost of living. 
This story m arks the beginning 
of a new era. 
One can consider it began last 
March during a strategy session 
In the Philip Murray Building 
on 16th St. which houses 
the 
International 
Union of Elec­ 
trical Workers here. 
To this skull session had come 
the labor movement's “ Anony­ 
m ous" cadres of specialists. 
After some discussion, 
one 
chap said dolefully that 
the 
sprawling network of disparate 
and often dissenting locals could 
never hope to match GE's fan­ 
tastically swift and fabulously 
well-informed intra-piant com­ 
munications system. Hundreds 
of plant managers and 
other 
executives in scores of installa­ 
tions learn within minutes what 
has been happening anywhere in 
the 
company 
via 
GE's wiz­ 


ardries. 
How, asked the labor official, 
thinking of 148 GE locals and 
85 
Westinghouse 
unions ar.d 
180,000 m em bers, can GE 
be 
matched? 
From 
the "anonymous” A1 
Zack (AFL-CIO Director 
of 
Public Relations), once a news­ 
man him self, came: “ Anything 
GE can do we can do.” 
He 
did not say “ better." But the 
crowd in the room got the idea. 
In two unused rooms in 
the 
building's third floor rear they 
set up a central communications 
system 
with public relations 
merely an adjunct. 
Then they sought headquarters 
across the land, in each of the 
17 regions into which they had 
divided territory. In five sec­ 
to rs 
they found 
that W alter 
R euther's auto union had TWX 
setups. This left them 12 cities 
wide open. 
Soon the “ telex" system was 
nailed down. 
Then this 
was 
hooked up to the two rooms in 
the Philip Murray Building. 
In charge was one of George 
Meany's aides, AFL-CIO pub­ 
licist Ken Feister. 
With him 
worked Jerry Dale of Reuther's 
staff. The two teletypes rattled 
constantly 
with 
information 
from around the country. 
This came from coordinators 
in each of the 17 districts. They 
in turn got their reports from 
many locals in those regions. 
And, in turn, the local leaders 
got their information 
from 
stew ards, etc., in the plants 
them selves. Then up theelec- 
trlcal grapevine it went — 14 
hours a day until the 
final 
weekend when the 
machines 
were manned around the clock. 
Thus the steering committee 
knew what was happening every 
minute. 
The information was 
digested and fed back to 
the 
regional coordinators who re ­ 
layed it to their local officials 
— who then could bargain with 
the 
local GE executives with 
fresh intelligence on tap. 
In 
the past the local unionists did 
not get the details of what was 
happening 
elsewhere 
in 
the 
company --n o t for weeks any­ 
way. 
Not the least startling of this 
new type of labor offensive 1s 
the nature of the steering com­ 
mittee — men such as Eddie 
Carlough J r. of the usually de­

sheet metal workers; 
specialists such as Jim Ogden 
of the auto workers and Marie 
Downey of the insular Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Elec­ 
trical W orkers.

FROM URBAN RENEWAL 
The truth about urban 
re­ 
newal 
is at last beginning to 
come home to the American pub­ 
lic. Unlike many other destruc­ 
tive and wasteful federal pro- 
gram s, urban 
renewal takes 
place under the 
very eyes of 
the people it is supposed to 
"help,” in their 
own com­ 
munities. 
They hear its prom ises. They 


know

Recently in Hutctinson, Kan­ 
sas, a new method was tried 
which brings lasting protfec- 
tion from urban 
renewal and 
sim ilar evils. Every community 
endangered by urban renewal 
ought to consider 
thi$ meth­ 
od. By initiative and. .refer­ 
endum, the voters of HUfchin. 
son put 
on m . - ballot 
an 
ordinance 
prohibiting*- 
the 
city for no 
‘thaft 
ten 
years from accepting federal 
money for urban renewal, pub­ 
lic housing and rent supple­ 
ments. The ordinance was ap. 
proved by 4,933 to 3,307 votes.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - For the first 
tim e in three years in which the 
state department 
has chased 
down every peace feeler coming 
out of Hanoi, Moscow, Paris, 
Algiers or the United Nations, 
it looks as if something solid 
is in the works. 
Reasons for this optimism are 
twofold: 
1. 
The Russians are really 
putting the heat on North Viet 
Nam for peace. 
Since they 
supply MIG fighter planes, anti­ 
aircraft guns, and even train 
North Vietnamese pilots, their 
influence can be decisive. 
2. 
Ambassador Arthur Gold­ 
berg 
went further 
than the 
United States has gone before 
in proposing 
peace 
t e r m s . 
Buried in his speech where most 
newsmen missed it is the ac­ 
ceptance of the Viet Cong in a 
coalition government for South 
Viet Nam. 
This is exactly what Sen. Bob­ 
by Kennedy suggested last Feb. 
19, at which time V ice-P resi­ 
dent Humphrey compared his 
proposal to putting “ A fox in 
the chicken coop or an a r­ 
sonist in a fire departm ent.” 
Prem ier Ky in Saigon, who 
doesn't even want to sit down 
with the Viet Cong for peace 
talks, also hit the ceiling. 
However, Goldberg tucked into 
the body of his U. N. speech this 
significant statement: “ We do 
not ask of North Viet Nam and 
unconditional surrender of any­ 
thing that belongs to it. 
Nor 
do we seek to exclude any seg­ 
ment of the South Vietnamese 
people from peaceful partici­ 
pation in their country's fu­ 
tu re.” 
Since the Viet Cong is a seg­ 
ment of the South Vietnamese 
people, this means a coalition 
government, and this fact has 
been explained to the Russians, 
who in turn have transm itted 
the information to Hanoi. 
GROMYKO AT WHITE HOUSE 
It's significant that foreign 
M inister Gromyko's first U. N. 
speech, 
blasting Goldberg's 
peace proposals, 
was written 
in Moscow before he departed 
and before Goldberg's seeech 
was delivered. 
Since then, in 
private talks with secretary 
Rusk and Goldberg, 
Gromyko 
has appeared highly interested 
and quite conciliatory. 
This 
is why the president took the 
unusual step of inviting the 
soviet foreign m inister to din­ 
ner. 
Once before, in February, 19- 
65, the Russians made a hard 
move for peace. This was when 
Prem ier Kosygin went to Peking 
on Feb. 4, then to Hanoi, sug­ 
gesting peace moves in both 
capitals. 
But on Feb. 7, just 
after Kosygin arrived in Hanoi, 
President Johnson ordered the 
first bombing of North Viet 
Nam, thus cutting the ground 
out from under Kosygin’s di­ 
plomacy. 
The Russians have been irked 
at 
Johnson ever since, 
and 
Gromyko has flatly refused to 
get involved in new peace over­ 
tures - - u p until the past two 
weeks. 
Outcome of the present peace 
maneuvers will depend chiefly 
on the hard-line faction in the 
United States and the hard-line 
in China. 
HARDLINERS ON BOTH SIDES 
The hard-line faction in the 
Johnson adm inistration is led 
by White House Adviser Walt 
Rostow 
and includes 
some 
m embers of the joint chiefs of 
staff. 
The latter have already 
come up with a recommendation 
for more bombing of North Viet 
Nam and an over-all increase 
of U. S. troops in both Viet 
Nam and Thailand from 400,000 
to 600,000. On the joint chiefs' 
new target list are the Haiphong 
wharves and factories in Hanoi. 
Rostow, 
who 
has just per­ 
suaded LBJ to put his brother 
in the No. 3 state department 
position, has influence with the 
president. 
The joint chiefs of 
staff were influential enough to 
get Johnson to bomb North Viet 
Nam at the worst possible mo­ 
ment — namely when Prem ier 
Kosygin was in Hanoi on a 
peace mission. 
The Chinese are even more 
adamant against peace talks 
than hard-liners in Washing­ 
ton. 
They are enjoying a war 
made to order for them. 
K 
causes inflation in the United 
States, pulls down Johnson's 
popularity; alienates the United 
States with all Asian peoples, 
erodes relations with our most 
Important Aslan ally - Japan; 
and cost us billions of dollars 
which if used on foreign aid to 
African and Asian nations in­ 
stead, would cut th§ ’ground out 
from under Chinese.%splrations 
in those areas. - * ; , ■ 


That's why the Chinese will use 
all the influence they have on 
North Viet Nam to keep the war 
going. 
TWO TEX AS CLARKS 
President Johnson has been 
considering the appointment of 
Ramsey Clark, Deputy Attorney 
General, to be attorney general, 
but is reported dubious because 
Ramsey is young, also because 
he's the son of Justice Tom 
Clark and there might be a con­ 
flict 
when the justice depart­ 
ment argued cases before the 
Supreme Court. 
It is true that Ramsey is only 
39. 
But it is also true that 
Bobby Kennedy was only 37 when 
his brother appointed him at­ 
torney general. 
We can report from our own 
observation that Ramsey knows 
the justice department like a 
book, is a dedicated public s e r­ 
vant, and doesn't hesitate to 
spoof his father. 
When Justice Clark was at­ 
torney general, he operated a 
suggestion box to get ideas from 
the justice employees on how 
to improve the department. One 
suggestion was found in the box 
which read: 
“ You're too old 
to wear a bow tie and Mrs. 
Clark is no longer a flapper.” 
It was unsigned. 
Clark asked J. Edgar Hoover 
to find out who wrote the sug­ 
gestion, but 
got 
no report. 
Finally he pressed Hoover for 
an answer. 
“ Pd rather you didn't ask me,” 
the FBI D irector said. 
When 
pushed further he finally r e ­ 
plied: 
“ O.K., the suggestion 
came from your man.” 


The recent move to trim the 
sails of Congressman Adam 
Clayton Powell focuses atten­ 
tion on the long series of sen­ 
sational news beats scored by 
Drew Pearson of the meteoric 
career of Mr. Powell. Pearson 
has been at It for exactly 20 
years, his first story having 
been written on 
Powell in 
1946. His more recent exposes 
unearthed the significant fact 
that Powell was depositing his 
wife's 
$20,000 
government 
salary to his own bank account; 
and the hassle between Powell 
and Rep. Sam Gibbons, 
D- 
Fla., over trying to pass the 
antipoverty bill in Powell's ab­ 
sence. 
Pearson first reported the la t­ 
te r development on July 26, 
and Powell immediately called 
a press conference to deny the 
Pearson column. He also fixed 
John K ram er, a staff member 
whom he charged with leaking 
to Pearson. 
Between 1946 and 1966 Pearson 
has 
explored the unique and 
colorful career of the congress­ 
man from Harlem so relent­ 
lessly that he ended up in a 
crim inal court for tax evasion. 
Pearson has done this while 
at the same time helping to 
raise money for the Clinton 
schoolhouse 
in 
Tennessee, 
bombed by segregationists in 
1958; while exposing the Ku 
Klux Klan; going to M ississippi 
personally to report on the 
bombing of Negro homes and 
churches, 
and 
while estab­ 
lishing A m erica's conscience 
fund 
to rebuild these 
homes 
and churches. 
The Pearson stories on Adam 
Clayton Powell are too many to 
list fully here. However, they 
began with the feud between 
Powell and H arry Truman, when 
Trum an invited all but two con­ 
gressm en to the annual White 
House 
reception for 
con­ 
ference -- M rs. Clair Booth 
Luce and Powell. 
Both of 
whom had criticized M rs. T ru­ 
man. 
Pearson gave Powell credit 
for going to the Bandung Afro- 
Aslan Conference in 1955 to 
defend the United States, but 
in 1956 he began calling at­ 
tention to the peculiar manner 
in which Powell was 
under­ 
cutting the school construction 
bill and the H ell's Canyon Dam 
legislation when his vote was 
crucial. Pearson reported that 
Powell had made a deal with the 
Eisenhower Administration to 
s idetrack any income tax prose­ 
cution. 
In return, Powell was to cam ­ 
paign for Elsenhower-Nixon in 
1956; was 
also to have his 
secretary released from prison 
(she had been convicted of a 
salary 
kickback conspiracy), 
and his assistant Fred Weaver 
was to get a federal job. 
Pearson kept hammering at 
Powell's income tax problems 
until two years later a runaway 
grand jury in New York indicted 
Powell, and he was brought to 
trial. 
The result was a hung 
Jury. 
P rior to this, Sept. 1, 1956, 


J a c k 
A n d e r s on reported 
Powell’s detailed request to 
the army for fishing equipment, 
boots, etc., to be supplied to 
him at Berchtesgaden, H itler's 
form er playground. This began 
a series of columns on Powell's 
many junkets abroad. 
Some of the other Pearson 
columns which followed were: 
Jan. 5, 1957 - Powell's neat 
arrangem ent with his Washing­ 
ton landloard, Belford Lawson, 
whereby 
Lawson 
was put on 
the federal payroll and Powell 
got a free apartment. 
Oct., 1958 - Powell, having 
learned he faced trial despite 
his previous work for the re ­ 
publicans, agreed to support 
Averell Harrim an, Democrat, 
for governor of New York in re ­ 
turn for $50,000 prim ary ex­ 
penses, plus certain jobs for his 
friends and staff members. 
July 14, 1960 - Powell opposed 
John F. Kennedy for president 
and reminded Negro delegates 
how Kennedy had breakfasted 
with Alabama’s segregationist 
Gov. John Patterson and Sam 
Englehardt; how Kennedy had 
voted in 1957 to send the Civil 
Rights Bill to Sen. Eastland's 
judiciary committee, where it 
was bottled up. 
Oct. 13, 1960 - Powell switched 
to Kennedy; 
especially 
in- 
fluencial with southern Baptists 
in knocking down Catholic prej­ 
udice. 
(One of the first acts of Robert 
Kennedy when he became at­ 
torney general was to kill the 
tax case against Powell.) 
March 15, 1961 - Powell, now 
Chairman of the House Labor 
and Education Committee, be­ 
gan throwing his weight around; 
other m em bers resented his 
“ dictatorial" behavior. 
One 
Republican Congressman, Wil­ 
liam Ayres of Ohio, firmly sup­ 
ported 
Powell. (It was Ayres 
who cast the one dissenting vote 
for Powell last week when 27 
m em bers 
of 
the 
committee 
moved to strip his powers.) 
Sept. 4, 1962 - Publication of 
the famous state department 
directive 
to 
American em ­ 
bassies 
in 
W estern 
Europe 
ordering theater tickets, night 
club 
reservations and other 
plush treatm ent for Powell and 
two female secretaries. 
Sept. 
26, 1962 - Powell be­ 
com es No. 1 absentee congress­ 
man. 
Jan. 8, 1963 - Tam ara Wall, 
the white secretary who ac­ 
companied Powell on a recent 
Junket, 
fired 
from Powell’s 
staff. 


March 11, 1963 - Mrs. Louise 
Dargans, Powell's secretary, 
arranged a junket to Cannes, 
France, for herself and husband 
on 
“ committee b u s i n e s s . ” 
Pearson suggested that it was 
probably to study bikinis. 
Feb. 8, 1964 - Pearson called 
attention to the law of 1856, 
which provides that congress­ 
men not be paid if they don't 
work. Pearson pointed out that 
Powell had missed 35 per cent 
of all 1963 roll calls. 
Sept. 4, 1964 - P o we l l on 
another European junket during 
the Harlem riots. 
Sept. 8, 1964 - The Abyssinian 
Baptist Church stuffed 100,000 
envelopes with invitations to 
attend 
Powell's 
sunday s e r­ 
vices, and 
sent out via his 
congressional Frank. 
Dec. 17, 1964 - Powell tours 
Hawaii with Corinne Huff, then 
goes to Acapulco, Mexico. 
Feb. 15, 1965 - Jack Anderson 
reports that Powell had secured 
an apology from National A ir­ 
port Director Ward Hobbs for 
giving Powell's aide a ticket for 
blocking traffic. 


April 26, 1965 - Details on 
amounts Powell drew from the 
American Embassy in Switzer­ 
land 
to pay his personal ex­ 
penses. 
May 22, 1965 - Details on Mrs. 
Powell's salary in Puerto Rico 
and the charge by Rep. Van 
Deerlin, D-Calif., that she was 
being paid illegally. 
June 1, 1965 - D e t a i l s of 
Powell's junket to Geneva and 
Algiers. 
July 8, 1965 - Powell stayed in 
Washington during the sum m er- 
thanks in part to his libel suit - 
and chalked up an excellent rec­ 
ord of passing legislation. 
Jan. 17, 1966 - Jack Anderson 
reported in detail how Powell 
planned to fire a salvo at Pov­ 
erty Director Sargent Shriver. 
This was borne out in mid­ 
sum m er. 
The 
balance 
of 
the 1966 
columns are so recent that we 
a re sure you rem em ber them. 
This Is part of the record Pear­ 
son and Anderson have scored 
regarding 
congressional inef­ 
ficiency and absenteeism.

Washington, D.C.: — There's 
been an “ Annie Get Your Gun” 
spirit behind the scen es of battle 
between the 
General Electric 
Co. and the general labor m ove­ 
ment. 
In the old musical M iss 
Annie Oakley bellow s, “ Any­ 
thing you can do I can do better.” 
That's 
been the 
slogan 
of 
labor's virtually unknown joint 
chiefs 
of staff 
as they co ­ 
ordinated some 250 local unions 
for the struggle with the giants 
of the electrical and electronic 
and moon-probing and jet pro­ 
duction Industry. 
What the laborite Joint chiefs 
had to do was to match 
the 
companies’ wizardry In intra­ 
plant communications and de­ 
velop 
a 
singleness and d is­ 
cipline among 
literally thou­ 
sands of officials in hundreds 
of locals belonging to national 
unions which have been feuding 
with each other on some issues 
for years. 
It 
was 
accomplished. 
Mr. 
Labor, George Meany, stept>ed 
Into actual collective bargain­ 
ing strategy talks for the first 
time In his long history. He has 
been the “ honest broker” at the 
height of many a cr isis. He has 
been telephoned by scores of 
business leaders and govern­ 
ment officials, Including p resi­ 
dents 
way 
back to 
Harry 
Truman. 
But this Is the first time he 
has actually been In on the be­ 
ginning of an assault which led 
to a crisis. 
He welded 
the 
joint chiefs of staff. 
It is permanent. The strategy 
is permanent - - for scores of 
battles to come with major In­ 
dustries. 
The joint chiefs In 
turn 
developed a centralized 
communications 
system 
to 
cover 17 
regions, 
148 
local 
unions at G.E. and 85 at Wes­ 
tinghouse. 
It 
matched the 
brillant GE 
operation. There Is the sto r y - 
far more vital to the nation than 
even the 
feuding over wages, 
stock option plans, Insurance 
and cost of living. 
This story marks the beginning 
of a new era. 
One can consider it began last

LASTING PROTECTION 
FROM URBAN RENEWAL 
The truth about urban 
re­ 
newal 
is 
at last beginning to 
come home to the American pub­ 
lic . Unlike many other destruc­ 
tive and wasteful federal pro­ 
gram s, urban 
renewal takes 
place under the 
very eyes of 
the people It is supposed 
to 
“ help,” 
In their 
own com­ 
m unities. 
They hear its prom ises. They 
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ardries. 
How, asked the labor official, 
thinking of 148 GE locals and 
85 
Westinghouse 
unions and 
180,000 m em bers, can GE 
be 
matched? 
From 
the “anonymous” Al 
Zack (AFL-CIO Director 
of 
Public Relations), once a news­ 
man him self, came: “ Anything 
GE can do we can do.” 
He 
did not say “ better.” 
But the 
crowd in the room got the idea. 
In two unused room s In 
the 
building's third floor rear they 
set upacentral communications 
system 
with public relations 
merely an adjunct. 
Then they sought headquarters 
across the land, in each of the 
17 regions into which they had 
divided territory. In five se c ­ 
tors 
they found 
that Walter 
Reuther's auto union had TWX 
setups. This left them d e itie s 
wide open. 
Soon the “ telex” system was 
nailed down. 
Then this 
was 
hooked up to the two rooms In 
the Philip Murray Building. 
In charge was one of George 
Meany*s aides, AFL-CIO pub­ 
licist Ken F eister. 
With him 
worked Jerry Dale of Reuther's 
staff. The two teletypes rattled 
constantly 
with 
Information 
from around the country. 
This came from coordinators 
in each of the 17 districts. They 
In turn got their reports from 
many locals in those regions. 
And, in turn, the local leaders 
got their information 
from 
stewards, etc., In the plants 
them selves. Then up the elec­ 
trical grape vine It went — 14 
hours a day until the 
final 
weekend when the 
machines 
were manned around the clock. 
Thus the steering committee 
knew what was happening every 
minute. 
Tile Information was 
digested and fed back to 
the 
regional coordinators who re­ 
layed It to their local officials 
- - who then could bargain with 
the 
local GE executives with 
fresh intelligence on tap. 
In 
the past the local unionists did 
not get the details of what was 
happening 
elsew here 
In 
the 
company - - not for woeks any­ 
way. 
Not the least startling of this 
new type of labor offensive Is 
the nature of the steering com­ 
mittee — men such as Eddie 
Carlough Jr. of the usually de­ 
tached 
sheet metal workers; 
specialists such as Jim Ogden 
of the auto workers and Marie 
Downey of the insular Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of E lec­ 
trical Workers. And of course 
the special representatives of 
George Meany. 
It 
Is 
Indeed 
the NATO of 
American labor. 
And 
there 
does not seem to be a De Gaul Ie 
In the crowd. 
Unity Is the thing. Centralized 
command is the thing. 
There 
you really have the story 
of 
future m assive showdowns on 
the labor front. 


know 
It is financed from their 
taxes. Then they see 
the cal­ 
lous cruelty of Its bulldozing 
of loved homes, that vast dirty 
expenses and ugly parking lots 
that then cover the rubble, and 
finally the luxury high - rise 
apartments assuring 
a profit 
to all concerned In the rebuild­ 
ing. 
There is nothing wrong with 
profit in Itself. But there 
is 
everything wrong with a profit 
arising from the use of 
gov­ 
ernment 
force to destroy pri­ 
vate homes and from land pur­ 
chased by tax money with the 
false pledge that this will bring 
better housing to the poor. 
As more Americans realize

By initiative and. .refer­ 
endum, the voters of Hutchin- 
son put 
on tie 
ballot 
an 
ordinance

ten 
years from accepting 
federal 
money for urban renewal, pub­ 
lic housing and rent supple­ 
ments. The ordinance was ap. 
proved by 4,933 to 3,307 votes.

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


---------------By Drew Pearson ---------- — 


WASHINGTON - For the first 
tim e In three years In which the 
state department 
has chased 
down every peace feeler coming 
out of Hanoi, Moscow, Paris, 
A lgiers or the United Nations, 
it looks as if something solid 
is In the works. 
Reasons for this optimism are 
twofold; 
1. 
The Russians are really 
putting the heat on North Viet 
Nam for peace. 
Since they 
supply MIG fighter planes, anti­ 
aircraft guns, and even train 
North Vietnamese pilots, their 
influence can be decisive. 
2. 
Ambassador Arthur Gold­ 
berg 
went further 
than the 
United States has gone before 
in proposing 
peace 
t e r m s . 
Buried in his speech where most 
newsmen m issed it Is the a c­ 
ceptance of the Viet Cong In a 
coalition government for South 
Viet Nam. 
This Is exactly what Sen. Bob­ 
by Kennedy suggested last Feb. 
19, at which time V ice-P resi­ 
dent Humphrey compared his 
proposal to putting “ A fox In 
the chicken coop or an ar­ 
sonist In a fire department.” 
Prem ier 
Ky In Saigon, who 
doesn't even want to sit down 
with the Viet Cong for peace 
talks, also hit the ceiling. 
However, Goldberg tucked Into 
the body of his U. N. speech this 
significant statement: “ We do 
not ask of North Viet Nam and 
unconditional surrender of any­ 
thing that belongs to it. 
Nor 
do we seek to exclude any se g ­ 
ment of the South Vietnamese 
people from peaceful partici­ 
pation in their country's fu­ 
ture.” 
Since the Viet Cong Is a seg ­ 
ment of the South Vietnamese 
people, this means a coalition 
government, and this fact has 
been explained to the Russians, 
who In turn have transmitted 
the information to Hanoi. 
GROMYKO AT WHITE HOUSE 
It's significant that foreign 
M inister Gromyko's first U. N. 
speech, 
blasting Goldberg's 
peace proposals, 
was written 
in Moscow before he departed 
and before Goldberg's seeech 
was delivered. 
Since then, In 
private talks with Secretary 
Rusk and Goldberg, 
Gromyko 
has appeared highly Interested 
and quite conciliatory. 
This 
Is why the president took the 
unusual 
step of Inviting the 
soviet foreign m inister to din­ 
ner. 
Once before, in February, 19- 
65, the Russians made a hard 
move for peace. This was when 
Prem ier Kosygin went to Peking 
on Feb. 4, then to Hanoi, sug­ 
gesting peace moves in both 
capitals. 
But on Feb. 7, Just 
after Kosygin arrived in Hanoi, 
President Johnson ordered the 
first 
bombing of North Viet 
Nam, thus cutting the ground 
out from under Kosygin’s di­ 
plomacy. 
The Russians have teen Irked 
at 
Johnson 
ever since, 
and 
Gromyko has flatly refused to 
get involved In new peace over­ 
tures — up until the past two 
weeks. 
Outcome of the present peace 
maneuvers will depend chiefly 
on the hard-line faction in the 
United States and the hard-line 
In China. 
HARDLINERS ON BOTH SIDES 
The hard-line faction In the 
Johnson administration Is led 
by White House Adviser Walt 
Rostow 
and Includes 
some 
m em bers of the joint chiefs of 
staff. 
The latter have already 
come up with a recommendation 
for more bombing of North Viet 
Nam and an over-all increase 
of U. S. troops in both Viet 
Nam and Thailand from 400,000 
to 600,000. On the joint chiefs* 
new target list are the Haiphong 
wharves and factories In Hanoi. 
Rostow, 
who 
has Just per­ 
suaded LBJ to put his brother 
in the No. 3 state department 
position, has Influence with the 
president. 
The joint chiefs of 
staff were influential enough to 
get Johnson to bomb North Viet 
Nam at the worst possible mo­ 
ment - - namely when Prem ier 
Kosygin 
was 
In Hanoi on a 
peace m ission. 
The Chinese are even more 
adamant 
against peace talks 
than hard-liners In Washing­ 
ton. 
They are enjoying a war 
made to order for them. 
It 
causes inflation In the United 
States, pulls down Johnson's 
popularity; alienates the United 
States with all Asian peoples, 
erodes relations with our most 
Important Asian ally - Japan; 
and cost us billions of dollars 
which lf used on foreign aid to 
African and Asian nations in­ 
stead, would cut the ground out 
from under ChbpMMKasplratlons 
In those areas.

That's why the Chinese will use 
all the influence they have on 
North Viet Nam to keep the war 
going. 
TWO TEX AS CLARKS 
President Johnson has been 
considering the appointment of 
Ramsey Clark, Deputy Attorney 
General, to be attorney general, 
but Is reported dubious because 
Ramsey Is young, also because 
he’s the son of Justice Tom 
Clark and there might be a con­ 
flict 
when the justice depart­ 
ment argued cases before the 
Supreme Court. 
It Is true that Ramsey Is only 
39. 
But it Is also true that 
Bobby Kennedy was only 37 when 
his brother appointed him at­ 
torney general. 
We can report from our own 
observation that Ramsey knows 
the justice department like a 
book, is a dedicated public se r ­ 
vant, and doesn't hesitate to 
spoof his father. 
When Justice Clark was at­ 
torney general, he operated a 
suggestion box to get ideas from 
the Justice em ployees on how 
to Improve the department. One 
suggestion was found in the box 
which read: 
“ You’re too old 
to wear a bow tie and Mrs. 
Clark is no longer a flapper.” 
It was unsigned. 
Clark asked J. Edgar Hoover 
to find out who wrote the sug­ 
gestion, but 
got 
no report. 
Finally he pressed Hoover for 
an answer. 
“ I'd rather you didn't ask m e,” 
the FBI Director said. 
When 
pushed further he finally r e ­ 
plied: 
“ O.K., the suggestion 
came from your man.” 


The recent move to trim the 
sa ils of Congressman Adam 
Clayton Powell focuses atten­ 
tion on the long series of sen­ 
sational news beats scored by 
Drew Pearson of the meteoric 
career of Mr. Powell. Pearson 
has teen at It for exactly 20 
years, his first story having 
been written on 
Powell In 
1946. His more recent exposes 
unearthed the significant fact 
that Powell was depositing his 
w ife's 
$20,000 
government 
salary to his own bank account; 
and the hassle between Powell 
and Rep. 
Sam Gibbons, 
D- 
F la., over trying to pass the 
antipoverty bill In Powell's ab­ 
sence. 
Pearson first reported the lat­ 
ter development on July 26, 
and Powell Immediately called 
a press conference to deny the 
Pearson column. He also flied 
John Kramer, a staff member 
whom he charged with leaking 
to Pearson. 
Between 1946 and 1966 Pearson 
has 
explored the unique and 
colorful career of the congress­ 
man from Harlem so relent­ 
le ssly that he ended up in a 
criminal court for tax evasion. 
Pearson has done this while 
at the same time helping to 
raise 
money for the Clinton 
schoolhouse 
In 
Tennessee, 
bombed by segregationists in 
1958; 
while exposing the Ku 
Klux Klan; going to M ississippi 
personally to report on the 
bombing of Negro homes and 
churches, 
and 
while estab­ 
lishing Am erica's conscience 
fund 
to rebuild these 
homes 
and churches. 
The Pearson stories on Adam 
Clayton Powell are too many to 
list fully here. 
However, they 
began with the feud between 
Powell and Harry Truman, when 
Truman Invited all but two con­ 
gressm en to the annual White 
House 
reception for 
con­ 
ference - - Mrs. Clair Booth 
Luce and 
Powell. 
Both of 
whom had criticized Mrs. Tru­ 
man. 
Pearson gave Powell credit 
for going to the Bandung Afro- 
Aslan Conference 
in 1955 to 
defend the United States, but 
in 
1956 he began calling at­ 
tention to the peculiar manner 
in which Powell was 
under­ 
cutting the school construction 
bill and the H ell's Canyon Dam 
legislation when his vote was 
crucial. Pearson reported that 
Powell had made a deal with the 
Elsenhower Administration to 
sidetrack any Income tax prose­ 
cution. 
In return, Powell was to cam ­ 
paign for Elsenhower-Nixon In 
1956; 
was 
also to have his 
seeretaiy released from prison 
(she had teen convicted of a 
salary 
kickback 
conspiracy), 
and his assistant Fred Weaver 
was to get a federal job. 
Pearson kept hammering at 
Powell's income tax problems 
until two years later a runaway 
grand Jury In New York indicted 
Powell, and he was brought to 
trial. 
Hie result was a hung 
Jury. 
Prior to this, Sept. I, 1956, 


J a c k 
A n d e r s on reported 
Powell’s detailed request to 
the army for fishing equipment, 
boots, etc., to be supplied to 
him at Berchtesgaden, Hitler's 
form er playground. This began 
a series of columns on Powell's 
many junkets abroad. 
Some of the other Pearson 
columns which followed were: 
Jan. 5, 1957 - Powell's neat 
arrangement with his Washing­ 
ton landward, Belford Lawson, 
whereby 
Lawson 
was put on 
the federal payroll and Powell 
got a free apartment. 
Oct., 1958 - Powell, having 
learned he faced trial despite 
his previous work for the r e ­ 
publicans, 
agreed to support 
Averell Harriman, Democrat, 
for governor of New York in re­ 
turn for $50,000 primary ex­ 
penses, plus certain Jobs for his 
friends and staff members. 
July 14, 1960 - Powell opposed 
John F. Kennedy for president 
and reminded Negro delegates 
how Kennedy had breakfasted 
with Alabama’s segregationist 
Gov. John Patterson and Sam 
Englehardt; how Kennedy had 
voted In 1957 to send the Civil 
Rights Bill to Sen. Eastland's 
judiciary com m ittee, where It 
was bottled up. 
Oct. 13, 1960 - Powell switched 
to Kennedy; 
especially 
in- 
fluencial with southern Baptists 
in knocking down Catholic prej­ 
udice. 
(One of Hie first acts of Robert 
Kennedy when he became at­ 
torney general was to kill the 
tax case against Powell.) 
March 15, 1961 - Powell, now 
Chairman of the House Labor 
and Education Committee, be­ 
gan throwing his weight around; 
other mem bers resented his 
“ dictatorial” 
behavior. 
One 
Republican Congressman, W il­ 
liam Ayres of Ohio, firmly sup­ 
ported 
Powell. (It was Ayres 
who cast the one dissenting vote 
for Powell last week when 27 
m em bers 
of 
the 
committee 
moved to strip his powers.) 
Sept. 4, 1962 - Publication of 
the 
famous 
state department 
directive 
to 
American em ­ 
b assies 
In 
Western 
Europe 
ordering theater tickets, night 
club 
reservations and other 
plush treatment for Powell and 
two female secretaries. 
Sept. 
26, 1962 - 
Powell be­ 
com es No. I absentee congress­ 
man. 
Jan. 8, 1963 - Tamara Wall, 
the white secretary who ac­ 
companied Powell on a recent 
junket, 
fired 
from 
Powell's 
staff. 


March ll, 1963 - Mrs. Louise 
Dargans, 
Powell's secretary, 
arranged a junket to Cannes, 
France, for herself and husband 
on 
“ committee b u s i n e s s . ” 
Pearson suggested that It was 
probably to study bikinis. 
Feb. 8, 1964 - Pearson called 
attention to the law of 1856, 
which provides that congress­ 
men not be paid lf they don't 
work. Pearson pointed out that 
Powell had m issed 35 per cent 
of all 1963 roll calls. 
Sept. 
4, 1964 - P o w e l l on 
another European Junket during 
the Harlem riots. 
Sept. 8, 1964 - The Abyssinian 
Baptist Church stuffed 100,000 
envelopes with 
invitations to 
attend 
Powell's 
sunday se r ­ 
vices, and 
sent out via his 
congressional Frank. 
Dec. 17, 1964 - Powell tours 
Hawaii with Corinne Huff, then 
goes to Acapulco, Mexico. 
Feb. 15, 1965 - Jack Anderson 
reports that Powell had secured 
an apology from National A ir­ 
port Director Ward Hobbs for 
giving Powell's aide a ticket for 
blocking traffic. 


April 26, 1965 - Details on 
amounts Powell drew from the 
American Embassy In Switzer­ 
land 
to pay his personal ex ­ 
penses. 
May 22, 1965 - Details on Mrs. 
Powell’s salary In Puerto Rico 
and the charge by Rep. Van 
Deerlln, D-Caltf., that she was 
being paid Illegally. 
June I, 1965 - D e t a i l s o f 
Powell's junket to Geneva and 
A lgiers. 
July 8, 1965 - Powell stayed In 
Washington during the sum m er- 
thanks In part to his libel suit - 
and chalked upanexeeilent re c­ 
ord of passing legislation. 
Jan. 17, 1966 - Jack Anderson 
reported In detail how Powell 
planned to fire a salvo at Pov­ 
erty Director Sargent Shriver. 
This was borne out In mid­ 
summer. 
The 
balance 
of 
the 1966 
columns are so recent that we 
are sure you remember tee rn. 
This Is part of the record Pear­ 
son and Anderson have scored 
regarding 
congressional Inef­ 
ficiency and absenteeism.

Bible, ” on which John Huston 
labored for two years in Rome, 
Sardinia, Sicily and North Afri­ 
ca, has been brought forth for 
public and critics to behold. 
It is very good. It is likely the 
best epic ever filmed from a 
biblical subject. But it does not 
sustain the judgment of Huston, 
who has said that it is the best 
film he has ever been connected 
with. 
As he himself points out, “ The 
Bible” cannot be compared in 
content with “ The Treasure of 
the Sierra Madre,” “ The Afri­ 
can Queen,” “ The Asphalt Jun­ 
gle” and other memorable Hus­ 
ton films. But, for all its im­ 
pressive qualities, “ The Bible” 
lacks the singleness of purpose 
and consistent quality of those 
earlier films. 
Huston obviously set about to 
crack the cliches of Hollywood 
films about the Bible. He suc­ 
ceeds admirably in the first half 
of the film, hewing the line be­ 
tween the over-sanctity of “ The 
Greatest Stcry Ever Told” and 
the flamboyance of “ The Ten 
Commandments.” 
The best comes first. The sto­ 
ry of Creation is evoked with 
breath-taking beauty and imag­ 
ination, and the Garden*of Eden 
sequence comes off in poetic 
style.

Insects in Sewage 


Lagoons to Be Studied 


COLUMBIA - The University 
of Missouri has received 
a 
$15,886 grant to study Insects 
in sewage lagoons, Chancellor 
John W. Schwada announced to­ 
day. 


The grant will be under the 
direction of Dr. Wilbur 
R. 
Enns, professor of entomology 
and was provided by the Public 
Health Service. 


“ The primary purpose ofthe 
study is to Investigate in depth 
insects in sewage lagoons, their 
ecology and their public health 
importance,” said Dr. Enns. 
Another project 
of 
the 
study is an attempt to isolate 
Western, St. Louis and Cali­ 
fornia 
encephalitis 
viruses 
from mosquitoes 
associated 
with lagoons, he said. 
The Missouri State board of 
health will cooperate with 
the 
University of Missouri in the 
attempt to Isolate encephalitis 
viruses. 


The project, entitled 
“ In­ 
sects Associated with 
Mid­ 
western Oxidation Lagoons,” 
began here in 1963. The investi­ 
gation began with a small grant 
from the University of Missouri 
Research Council to begin sys­ 
tematic collecting and rearing 
of midges from sewage lagoons. 
The period of Sept. 1, 1966, 
to Aug. 31, 1967, is the final 
phase of the project. 
“ This is the first investiga­ 
tion in the midwest to see what 
role insects play in oxidation 
lagoons,’' said Dr. Enns.

NEW YORK (AP) — The day 
of reckoning is here for a specu­ 
lative binge in stocks that went 
sour this year, and ironically, 
many losers are seeking in the 
tax laws an aspirin for their 
financial headaches. 
The federal income tax laws 
permit you to deduct as much 
as $1,000 in stock losses from 
your reportable income. Furth­ 
ermore, additional losses may 
be carried over and subtracted 
next year. 
Paper losses don’t count. The 
stock must be sold before the 
end of 1966 If it Is to be reported 
In the forms you file on or be­ 
fore next April 15. 
Buffeted by a tumult of opin­ 
ions throughout the year, some 
small Investors finally have a r­ 
rived at a simple, clear decision 
to sell. 
Such a decision sometimes is 
unfortunate, since it is based on 
a feeling of necessity rather 
than on an analysis of market 
factors. l*x - loss selling is, 
nevertheless, 
a 
recognized 
practice on Wall Street. 
The selling this year will be 
pronounced. Stock prices gener­ 
ally have dropped more than 20 
per cent. And in some instances 
prices have been halved. 
Much of this year’s price ac­ 
tivity 
was unsoundly based. 
Small Investors were in the 
market, some of them buying 
even as insiders were selling. 
Their desire often was fed by 
rumors, hopes and considerable 
cash, much of It obviously from 
savings accounts. 
You may be sure the Securi­ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
is studying some of the unuriu 1 
activity in this year's market, in 
which the slightest rumor often 
produced wild swings. Both the 
American ana New York Stock 
excitanges warned about specu­ 
lation. And they raised the 
downpayment on stocks. 
The small trader, called the 
odd-lotter because he buys less 


than 100 shares ofa stockatone 
time, has not always chosen 
wisely. There Is a theory, In 
fact, that he Is usually wrong. 
Here is his recent record: 
—1962: Bought stock during 
the first half of the year when 
prices were highest. The mar­ 
ket dropped in midyear; prices 
were low, but the odd4otter was 
selling - not buying. 
—1963: 
Prices 
Improved 
through the year but the odd- 
lotter still was selling. He might 
have made some profits on this 
market. But he didn’t foresee 
the tremendous gains to come. 
—1964: The big bull market 
continued. Prices 
rose. The 
odd«lotter had a mixed record. 
In terms of dollars his pur­ 
chases were greater than sales. 
But he continued to sell 
on 
balance. 
-1965: The market finished at 
close to a record high level. The 
odd4otter sold. If he had pur­ 
chased the stocks early in the 
climb he made a profit. But how 
many odd-iotters bought their 
stock in 1965 —-> not 1962? 
—1966: 
Once 
again, with 
prices at a peak early in the 
year, the odd-lotter was buying. 
The market plunge commenced 
and in all probability the odd- 
lotter was caught. 
Theoretically, tax loss selling 
depresses prices even further, 
but there is evidence that many 
other traders will be in the mar­ 
ket to pick up good low-cost 
buys. It has always been that 
way.

Bible, " on which John Huston 
labored for two years in Rome, 
Sardinia, Sicily and North Afri­ 
ca, has been brought forth for 
public and critics to behold. 
It is very good. It is likely the 
best epic ever filmed from a 
biblical subject. But it does not 
sustain the Judgment of Huston, 
who has said that it is the best 
film he has ever been connected 
with. 
As he himself points out, "The 
Bible” cannot be compared in 
content with "The Treasure of 
the Sierra Madre,” "The Afri­ 
can Queen,” "The Asphalt Jun­ 
gle" and other memorable Hus­ 
ton films. But, for all its im­ 
pressive qualities, "The Bible” 
lacks the singleness of purpose 
and consistent quality of those 
earlier films. 
Huston obviously set about to 
crack the cliches of Hollywood 
films about the Bible*. He suc­ 
ceeds admirably in the first half 
of the film, hewing the line be­ 
tween the over-sanctity of "The 
Greatest Story Ever Told” and 
the flamboyance of "The Ten 
Commandments.”

Insects in Sewage 


Lagoons to Be Studied 


COLUMBIA - The University 
of Missouri lias received 
a 
$15 ,886 grant to study insects 
in sewage lagoons, Chancellor 
John W. Schwa da announced to­ 
day. 


The grant will be under the 
direction of Dr. Wilbur 
R. 
Enns, professor of entomology 
and was provided by the Public 
Health Service. 


"The primary purpose of the 
study is to investigate in depth 
insects in sewage lagoons, their 
ecology and their public health 
importance," said Dr. Enns. 
Another project 
a i 
the 
study is an attempt to isolate 
Western, St. Louis and Cali­ 
fornia 
encephalitis 
viruses 
from mosquitoes 
associated 
with lagoons, he said. 
The Missouri State board of 
health will cooperate with the 
University of Missouri in the 
attempt to isolate encephalitis 
viruses. 


The project, entitled 
"In­ 
sects Associated with 
Mid­ 
western Oxidation Lagoons," 
began here in 1963. The investi­ 
gation began with a small grant 
from the University of Missouri 
Research Council to begin sys­ 
tematic collecting and rearing 
of midges from sewage lagoons. 
The period of Sept. I, 1966, 
to Aug. 31, 1967, is the final 
phase of the project. 
"This is the first investiga­ 
tion in the midwest to see what 
role insects blay in oxidation 
lagoons,” said Dr. Enns.

Despite the tasteful treatment 
of the subject and sturdy acting 
by George C. Scott as Abraham 
and Ava Gardner as Sarah, the

films: the desert battles, the 
visitations of the angels — 
three, all played by Peter O'­ 
Toole, the orgies of Sodom, 
which disappears in an atomic 
blast.

Stock Plunge Leads 
To Tax-Loss Selling

NEW YORK (AP) — The day 
of reckoning is here for a specu­ 
lative binge in stocks that went 
sour this year, and ironically, 
many losers are seeking in the 
tax laws an aspirin for their 
financial headaches. 
The federal income tax laws 
permit you to deduct as much 
as $1,000 in stock losses from 
your reportable income. Furth­ 
ermore, additional losses may 
be carried over and subtracted 
next year. 
Paper losses don't count. The 
stock must be sold before the 
end of 1966 if it is to be reported 
in the forms you file on or be­ 
fore next April 15. 
Buffeted by a tumult of opin­ 
ions throughout the year, some 
small investors finally have ar­ 
rived at a simple, clear decision 
to sell. 
Such a decision sometimes is 
unfortunate, since it is based on 
a feeling of necessity rather 
than on an analysis of market 
teeters. Tax - loss selling is, 
nevertheless, 
a 
recognized 
practice on Wall Street. 
The selling this year will be 
pronounced. Stock prices gener­ 
ally nave dropped more than 20 
per cent. And in some instances 
prices have beal halved. 
Much of this year's price ac­ 
tivity 
was 
unsoundly based. 
Small investors were in the 
market, some of them buying 
even as insiders were selling. 
Their desire often was fed by 
rumors, hopes and considerable 
cash, much of it obviously from 
savings accounts. 
You may be sure the Securi­ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
is studying some of the unur_. I 
activity in this year's market, in 
which the slightest rumor often 
produced wild swings. Both the 
American anu New York Stock 
exciianges warned about specu­ 
lation. And they raised the 
downpayment on stocks. 
The small trader, called the 
odd-lotter because he buys less 


than IOO shares of a stock at one 
time, has not always chosen 
wisely. There is a theory, in 
fact, that he is usually wrong. 
Here is his recent record: 
—1962: Bought stock during 
the first half of the year when 
prices were highest. The mar­ 
ket dropped in midyear; prices 
were low, but the odd-lotter was 
selling — not buying. 
—1963: 
Prices 
improved 
through the year but the odd- 
lotter still was selling. He might 
have made some profits on this 
market. But he didn't foresee 
the tremendous gains to come. 
—1964: The big bull market 
continued. Prices 
rose. The 
odd-lotter had a mixed record. 
In terms of dollars his pur­ 
chases were greater than sales. 
But he continued to sell 
on 
balance. 
-1965: The market finished at 
close to a record high level. The 
odd-lotter sold. If he lad pur­ 
chased the stocks early in the 
climb he made a profit. But how 
many odd-i otters bought their 
stock in 1965 — not 19627 
—1966: 
Once 
again, with 
prices at a peak early in the 
year, the odd4otter was buying. 
The market plunge commenced 
and in all probability the odd- 
lotter was caught. 
Theoretically, tax loss selling 
depresses prices even further, 
but there is evidence that many 
other traders will be in the mar­ 
ket to pick up good low-cost 
buys. It has always been that 
way.

Cincinnati Area Jittery 


CINCINNATI, 
Ohio (A P) — 
Greenway Avenue residents bolt 
doors now. A hardware store 
sells out of chain locks. A City 
Council votes $20,000 to inves­ 
tigate crime. 
A metropolis already jittery 
from a series of savage mur- 
ders was jolted again last week 
by the slaughter of a chemical 
engineer, his pretty wife and 
their 
4-year-old daughter in 
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their suburban home. 
That vicious crime “ points up 
the need to do something as 
rapidly as possible,*' said Cin­ 
cinnati 
Councilman 
John 
E . 
Held, who already had spear­ 
headed a special inquiry into 
rising violence. 
Cincinnati’s City Council au­ 
thorized a committee headed by 
Held to spend up to $20,000 in­ 
vestigating ways to stem crime 
and violence. Public hearings 
start Friday. 
“ This is the third time we*ve 
been out of chain door locks in 
two days,** said Walter Hilmer, 
a hardware store manager. “ We 
are selling a lot of door pee­ 
pholes, too.** 
Gun sales have boomed since 
the killings began last Decem­ 
ber. Sales spurt anew after each 
incident. 
In at least one suburb, resi­ 
dents are considering adoption 
of a distress signal. In another, 
a housewife is circulating peti­ 
tions calling for more sheriff's 
officers. In Cincinnati, Held re­ 
ports 
receiving many letters 
expressing a willingness to j>ay 
higher taxes if it means getting 
more 
policemen 
on 
the 
streets. 
Throughout the area in south­ 
western Ohio and northern Ken­ 
tucky, women refuse to open 
their doors for strangers. 
Greenway Avenue in subur­ 
ban Bridgetown used to be the 
sort of street where folks left 
their houses unlocked. 
“ They'll not t>e doing that any­ 
more,** said Richard J . Meyer, 
who found the bodies of his next 
door neighbors last Tuesday. 
Jerom e Bricca, 28; his wife, 
Linda Jane, 24, a former airline 
stewardess, and their daughter, 
Deborah, 4, had l>een stabbed 
repeatedly. 
Mrs. Bricca had 
been raped. 
So far no connection has been 
found between that crim e and 
four other brutal killings.

The driver tried to rob and 
attack her. 
Miss Bowman was run down 
by the cab, then stabbed in the 
throat. She lived in the same 
section as Mrs. Dant, but police 
doubt her attacker is the same 
man who raped and strangled 
the three older women.

aud objected to giving regula­ 
tory jurisdiction over

service to the FCC. 
Although California and New 
York states had also filed no­ 
tices of Intervention about

year ago, just prior to Missou­ 
r i's action, showing intention 
to step into regulation 
of 
AT 4iT, Missouri so far is the 
only state which has shown a 
desire to enforce that notice 
and intervene in TWX 
regu­ 
lation. 
Clark explained, “ This Com­ 
mission is opposed to Federal 
encroachment into m atters tra­ 
ditionally of State jurisdiction. 
This is especially true 
when

Rot­ 
ting tim berslittered the ground. 
Thatched huts showed the rav­ 
ages of decay.

The huts and crumbling 
buildings a re all that Hollywood 
left. 
On Munson Island, and near­ 
by Ramrod Key, new, Iiuetents 
shelter Peace Corps trainees 
and the Micronesians. The is­ 
land was picked by the Peace 
Corps for the same reason as 
Hollywood: it's identical to the 
Micronesian islands. 
The Micronesian islands In­ 
clude 
the 
Carolines, Guam, 
M ariana, M arshall, Wake and 
Iwo Jim a. Different Island lan­ 
guages keep the natives from 
complete union, especially In 
com m ercial affairs. 
The main job facing Peace 
Corps volunteers will be teach­ 
ing English to give the natives a 
common language. 
Most of the 290 Peace Corps 
trainees a re teachers, but there 
are a few lawyers and students. 
The training started In late 
June. Although it does not end 
until 
October, 
some of the 
Americans have a1 ready adjust­ 
ed.

Near The Dem ilitarized Zone, 
Viet Nam (AP)—For l l days 
UJS. Marines dashed up 30-de- 
gree rises along a spiny moun­ 
tain 5,000 yards south of the 
dem ilitarized zone trying to 
take an elaborate system of 
bunkers stretching four miles 
along the ridge. 
Artillery, hours of pounding 
by B52s and other aircraft, and 
napalm 
had 
damaged 
only 
small portions of the bunker 
system, which Marine intelli­ 
gence officers believe housed at 
least a battalion guarding key 
Infiltration and supply tra ils. 
Kilo Company of the 3rd Bat­ 
talion, 4th Marine Regiment 
was the first to slog up the trail 
and be hit by withering fire 
from the bunkers. After two 
days, Kilo claimed 48 enemy 
dead. 
On Friday, India Company 
moved up, the lead men hacking 
through vines and bamboo. 
The company crashed through 
the 
brush single file. They 
passed 21 empty bunkers, lying 
cool under the buzzing heat. The 
enemy had quietly drawn back, 
It seemed. In between the bunk­ 
e rs, the North Vietnamese had 
cut steps in the ground and put 
up hand rails along the steeper 
stretches. 
After walking four hours, In­ 
dia Company entered a bombed 
out clearing. The lead man 
walked [ast a bunker. The bunk­ 
er spouted machine-gun fire on 
the ranks of Marines. 
“ I dropped two snipers, I 
think, with my rifle, then our 
machine guns opened up. They 
didn't expect our lead men to 


have machine guns," said 2nd 
Lt. Jim Hallman of Bloomfield, 
N J . 
Hallman kept fighting though 
shrapnel had torn his right 
cheek and a bullet had pierced 
his left ear. 
“ Another (sniper) jumped out 
of a spider hole and shot one of 
my men in the chest and tried 
to drag the body in with him ," 
said Sgt. Randolph Fascett of 
Sacramento, Calif.

Helicopters could not tana in 
the battalion's hastily blasted 
landing zone and hauled the 
wounded up in baskets.Supplies 
came crashing down 20 feet 
from the helicopters. 
There was no water for 24 
hours. As dawn broke Saturday, 
some 
Merines were slashing 
bamboo to suck out a precious 
few ounces of juice. 
India Company tried again 
Saturday afternoon. 
The company moved single 
file along a trail and another 
bunker opened fire. 
“ I was IO yards away," said 
Cid. Russell Clites of Los An­ 
geles, who was first in the col­ 
umn. “ They fired right out of 
the brush. I couldn't see a thing. 
The machinegun bullets started 
walking across the ground to­ 
ward me. I dove back and sta rt­ 
ed throwing my grenades." 
A rtillery shells and fighter- 
bombers came over the compa­ 
ny and hit the hill. One artillery

Draft Rechecking 


Men Over 26 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Some 
young men who got past their 
26th birthday on draft defer­ 
ments may be called to military 
service after ail. 
Selective Service confirmed 
Monday night that it is ordering 
pre-induction physical examina­ 
tions for all 26-to-3 5-year-olds 
who had deferments but are 
now classified 1-A or 1-A-O. 
The national recheck could 
produce about 50,000 potential 
draftees — about one month’s 
quota in term s of this month’s 
draft call. 
A man’s draft liability nor­ 
mally ends at his 26th birthday. 
But if he was deferred for any 
reason — often to continue his 
schooling — he is draft-eligible 
until age 35. 
Deferments held past age 26 
have in recent years 
meant 
draft exemption, because Selec­ 
tive Service has not inducted 
from the older group. 
A 
spokesman 
said 
Monday 
night, however, that 28,153 men 
in the previously deferred 26-35 
bracket 
already 
have 
been 
found qualified for service. 
Local boards were ordered in 
an 
unpublicized 
move 
two 
weeks ago to give physicals to 
-the remaining 41,7 80 men in this 
category. Under normal accept­ 
a n ces ejection patterns, about 
half would pass the physical. 
The spokesman said the com­ 
pleted inventory would indicate 
how many older men would be 
available If needed. 
They would be placed in what 
is known as the fifth priority 
category for induction. 
Some men in the fourth cate­ 


gory — those married in recent 
years during a period of auto­ 
matic deferment for married 
men — are now being drafted. 
The categories affected by 
any given monthly draft call 
varies from local board to local 
board, depending on manpower 
availability. 
Thus, one board might fill its 
quota 
from all young, single 
men while another board might 
eventually have to call a pre­ 
viously deferred 
35 - year- 
old. 
The draft call for October is 
49,200 men due to a recent boost 
of 3,000. The present November 
plan is to induct 43,700. 
The Pentagon said earlier it 
expects a lower call in Decem­ 
ber since training of recruits 
does not begin during the holi­ 
day season.

Men Over 2 6 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
young men who got past their 
26th birthday on draft defer­ 
ments may be called to m ilitary 
service after all. 
Selective Service confirmed 
Monday night that it is ordering 
pre-induction physical examina­ 
tions for all 26-to-35«year«olds 
who 
had 
deferments but a re 
now classified I-A or 1-A-O. 
The 
national recheck could 
produce about 50,000 potential 
draftees — about one month's 
quota in term s of this month's 
draft call. 
A man's draft liability nor­ 
mally ends at his 26th birthday. 
But lf lie was deferred for any 
reason — often to continue his 
schooling — he is draft-eligible 
until age 35. 
Deferments held past age 26 
have in recent years 
meant 
draft exemption, because Selec­ 
tive Service has not Inducted 
from the older group. 
A 
spokesman 
said 
Monday 
night, however, that 28,153 men 
in the previously deferred 26-35 
bracket 
already 
lave 
been 
found qualified for serv ice. 
Local boards were ordered in 
an 
unpublicized 
move 
two 
weeks ago to give physicals to 
-th e remaining 41,780 men In this 
category. Under normal accep t­ 
ance-! ejection patterns, about 
half would pass the physical. 
The spokesman said the com ­ 
pleted inventory would indicate 
how many older men would be 
available if needed. 
They would be placed in what 
is known as the fifth priority 
category for Induction. 
Some men in the fourth cate­ 


gory — those m arried in recent 
years during a period of auto­ 
matic deferment for married 
men — a re now being drafted. 
The 
categories affected by 
any given monthly draft call 
varies from local board to local 
board, depending on manpower 
availability. 
Thus, one board might fill its 
quota 
from all young, single 
men while another board might 
eventually lave to call a pre­ 
viously deferred 
35 • year- 
old. 
The draft call for October is 
49,200 men due to a recent boost 
of 3,000. The present November 
plan is to induct 43,700. 
The Pentagon said earlier it 
expects a lower call In Decem­ 
ber since training of recruits 
does not begin during the holi- 1 
day season.
